Mt. Pleasant Revival 
W ill Begin Tonight 


The annual revival will begin 
tonight, August 10. at the Mount 
Pleasant Baptist Church accord­ 
ing to an announcement by the 
pastor, Rev. S. J. Isham. 
Rev. Isham will be assisted in 
the revival by Rev. Walter Scott 
of Comanche. 
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The elder Williams said his son 
was on a bombing mission over a 
German town and after he and 
other members of the plant* ciew 
had succeeded in setting fire to 
and blowing up most of the town, 
their plane was hit by anti-air­ 
craft fire and an engine was shot 
out. 
The American crew parachuted 
from the plane, six of the ten 
men being killed. Sgt. Williams 
w*as one of the four who landed 
unharmed, but in the midst of 
a dozen irritated German civilians 
who captured the survivors, in­ 
cluding Williams. The four Ameri­ 
cans were taken to a barn, were 
forced to face the wall and place 
their hands above their heads, and 
were then given a few seconds 
to pray before their deaths, when 
in stepped two German army of- 
fivers and saved the four plane 
crewmen. They were taken to a 
prisoner of war camp where Sgt. 
Williams remained until V-E: Day.
